Alexander Bryſon, who humbly required his Burgeſs-thip, who was admitted and 
received for Gild-Burgeſs of the ſaid Burr, with power and libertie to him, To ſell, 
Canarie, Purle-royal, Pontack, Vine de paris, Ramſh Wine, Italian Wine, VL ine de 
Burdeoux, Brandy, Uſcube, Strong-waters , Ale', Beer, Sma-drink, Swats, 
Serlings, Draff, Schirings, Pourings, and all other ſmaller Liquors, as Lemonado, or 
Water-ſolis. And rotake and kill all manner and ſorts of Fithes , that's within or 
without their above-named Seas, as is hereafter ſpecified, ſuch as A/legators, Frouts, 
Eiles, Croſs-fiſh, Braſs: iſh, Killing, Ling , Skate, Codlings, Baggatics , Padles, 
Haddocks, Herrings, Grembasking, fiſh , $ea-Cats , Potches, Garvers, Whiteings, 
Whales, Spirlmngs, Floocks, Sandetls, Turbets, Stock-fiſh, Ling, Kipper, Slipes 
Carts, Pikes, Mennans, and Watter Padducks, and all other the like Com- 
modities. And fſiklike, to ſell and gather Dulſe, Tangle, Sea-ware, Hen-ware, $laack, 
and Badderlaick: Andalſo, rogather Muſcles, Cockles, Wilks, Lugg and Lcmpets, 


Pintle-fiſh, Lobſters, Partens, Buckies, Worms, andall other gray Baie ; and thbere- 


with to baite the great Line, ſma!] Line, hand Lines, Bang-net, and Caſting-er. 
And 


John Spaills Wright, John Stones Maſone, little John Kiſtre!l 
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And alſo to uſe the Wand for ſlaying and killing of Fiſhes, ſuch as Podlays and Potches; 
ardrotake Partains, Kavies, Crabs, Palochics, and other She!l-f:\h, with Crooke and 
Climpct and all othcr Engines whatſocyer. As alſo to take and kill Selches , Powarzs; 
Ottars, and ſuchlike, wherever he can apprehend them either by Sca or Land. And 
the ſaid Alexander Bryſon, binds and oblieges him to watch, waird, ſcotand lot, and 
in <aith keep, thatthe ſaid Burt be not won or taken in by the Great Tzrk, the Empe- 
rour, the King of Spain, the King of Denmark, the King of France, or any other Fu- 
citives, Lownes, V agabounds, Knayes, Whoores, Harlots, Thieves, Limmers, Tin- 
&!srs, Lairds, Bairds, Gaberlunziemen , and other Sturdie Beggars: And for that ct- 
{e rhe ſaid Alexander Bryſon be armed with Munſmegs, Morter-pieces, Cannon- 
royal, Cannon-ordinaric, Cannon Serpentine, French Cannon, Demy Cannon eldeſt, 
Derie Cannon, Culyering, ordinary Culyering, Demy Culvering, Demy Culvering 
ſorr.:thing leſs, Sacker ordinary, Sacker or Minian, Falcon, Falconnet, Blunderbuſh, 
Muſq uot, Carabeine, Hulſter Piſtols, Side Piſtols, Pocket Piſtols, Bourtrie Guns, Bane 
Guizs, Quite Guns and Pen Guns; So being, provided of all theſe, ordains him neyer 
to want a Hornſull of Powder, and likewiſe to be furniſhed with Sting, 'Thing, Ling, and 
Pike-ſtaff; and all other engines of War, ſuch as was uſed by A/exander the Great, by 
Scanderbeg &T amerlaneat the Ingagements between the King of bri7azn, the French, 
and the Ho/lander ; or that was uſed at //or/{er, Dumbar, Tork, Newcaſtle, Kilſyth, 
Inverkeithing, Pinkie Field, Pentland, Bothwel-bridge, or atthe Bickering between 
Liethand Edinburgh, or at any other Fight ſince Cazz and Abell, to that betwixt 
Michael Bobin and his Wife with the Rock, to defend the ſaid Burt in time of War and 
trouble,and not to abſent himſelf in Moſs, Muire, Cleuch, Craig, Brae, Know, How, Hill, 
nor no uther part whatſomever,under the pain of poynding of his readieſt goods & gear, 
and tinfell of tis freedom for eyer. And gavein his great ſolemne Oath upon a Skate 
rump!s, >e{orethe Lords and Council conyeencd, not to ſee any wrong or prejudice to 
tlic {3.6 Burt ſo faras his ſtrength and power can reach. Whilk Act aboyewritten was 
rcad att approven in preſence of the whole Magiſtrats and Councill conyeened, with 
many promiſes io Alexander Bryſon of farther preferment & authority , if he did be- 
have himſciagecording to the uncivil civility of the ſaid Burt. Upon the whilk com- 
peaiea La andy, the moſt ancient Skipper of the ſaid Burt, and proteſted againſt 
the ſaid Act and EleQtion. as not being lawfully Elected without his conſent and advice 
ayowing himſelſto be the eldeſt blood of the Cty: that becauſe his Predeceſlors having 
cycrmort the rule and Goyernment thereof theſe many years bygane, paſt memory of 
man : Andthat heand his Predeceſſors has been in poſſeſſion as chief Magiſtrats of 
the ſaid Burt, without tineing of Election, and in continual uſe and cuſtom to trade and 
traffique after the ſaid manner parricuiarly above-mentioned, And to haye the firſt 
vote, place of Court, and plainte, and all uther privitedges in all preceedings. And 
for thar effect the ſaid Lang Sandze, as having the eldeſt right of Proyoſtry, proteſted 
and tock Inſtruments in G:deon Wilſons hands, being the Town Clerk for the'time, 
and preſented HenaryT aſone , his eldeſt ſon and Heir, and deſired that he ſhould be
